For w<*eks before his airest, he tes­ 
tified, he had observed that he w»as 
being followed and hail seen strange 
heads dodging around the corners of 
elevator shafts in the iron workers 
headquarters in indianapolis. 
"I told James B. before we started 
for Detroit that William J. Burns ii id 
detectives atter us; that detectives 
were eveu coining up near the vault 
where we stored the dynamite, and 
that one of them followed me when i 
was going with a suit case of dyna­ 
mite to blow up tile South Chicago 
job," said .NI* Manigai. 
“McNamara said if we saw any more 
of them we would gu to Chicago and 
rent a room next to Burns’ offi*e, put 
an electric wire through the wall and 
arrange to set off from our room a 
bomb in Burna’ desk when he was sit­ 
ting there. That would make an end 
of our troubles with him. he said. I 
told him I didn't think we would do 
anything of the kind or ever get near 
Burns.’'

Manigai said. He and McNamara were 
arrested seven days later.
